Road agency plow trucks 
are large vehicles, usually 
painted orange, and fes- 
tooned with flashing amber 
and green lights, yet each 
winter they are hit by other 
vehicles. Tim Johnson, state 
highway foreman for the Ot- 
sego County Road Commis- 
sion, said that, while it’s 
thankfully not a daily occur- 
rence, it’s still surprising 
how often other drivers run 
into road commission, city or 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) plow 
trucks. 

“One of our left-lane plow 
trucks was hit twice on I-75 
last winter, Jan. 28 and 30 of 
this year,” Johnson recalled. 
“The first hit destroyed the 
rear sander and sheared the 
bolts that hold the wing 
mount to the truck. The sec- 
ond also sheared the wing 
mount bolts, as well as de- 
stroying the suspension air 
bags.” 

Fortunately, in the two Ot- 
sego County crashes, neither 
the plow driver nor the occu- 
pants of either private vehi- 
cle were hurt. In both cases, 
however, the plow truck was 
disabled for five to six hours 
while they were being re- 
paired, leaving them out of 
commission when they were 
needed to help clear roads, 
and the private vehicles were 


totaled. 

“Thankfully there have not 
been any secondary crashes 
due to the vehicles being dis- 
abled on the road,” Johnson 
said. “My worst fear is losing 
one of my drivers while they 
are outside checking on the 
other people and being hit by 
another motorist.” 

For the past five winters, 
an average of 17 MDOT plow 
trucks have been struck by 
other drivers. Aaron Begley, 
MDOT’s Atlanta Operations 
Facility manager, said his 
plow operators see all kinds 
of unsafe driver behavior 
from their vantage point, 
such as driving too fast for 
conditions and passing vehi- 
cles on the right. 

“Tt’s frustrating, because 
our operators are doing the 
best they can to make the 
roads as safe as possible for 
the given weather, and some 
drivers don’t give us the 
space to do that,” Begley 
said. “Drivers should remem- 
ber that the roads are usually 
worse ahead of our plows 
and the best decision is to 
slow down and make it to 
your destination safely.” 

Modern plow trucks may 
not just have a front-mounted 
or underbody plow but also a 
wing plow that can be re- 
tracted or extended on either 
side of the truck to clear the

Boyne Valley Township considers 
alternatives to ambulance service

A recent audit of Boyne 
Valley Township’s ambulance 
service contract with the City 
of Boyne City was presented 
to the Township Board at a 
special public hearing held at 
the Boyne Valley Township 
Hall Tuesday evening. The 
meeting was attended by 
township residents, ambu- 
lance service staff, as well as 
several members of City of 
Boyne City staff and Commis- 
sioners. Those present were 
encouraged to ask questions, 
voice concerns and share in- 
formation with the Township 
Board. 

The audit, presented by Jim 
Cusenza of accounting firm 
Dennis, Gartland & Nier- 
garth, showed a history of in- 
creasing costs to operate the 
ambulance service which will 
exceed future anticipated rev- 
enues. Mr. Cusenza said he ex- 
pects the Township’s 
ambulance fund to be ata 
deficit when the next audit is 
completed in March 2020. 


Boyne Valley Township cur- 
rently levies just under .5 mil 
to pay for ambulance service. 
The millage will come before 
voters again at the 2020 elec- 
tion and residents may be 
asked for an increased millage 
to help pay the expected in- 
crease in operational costs. 
Concerns about finances 
along with ambulance opera- 
tions and billing issues with 
the City of Boyne City have 
prompted Boyne Valley Town- 
ship officials to look at other 
sources for ambulance serv- 
ice. The Township Board of 
Trustees has been considering 
alternatives to their contract 
with the City of Boyne City in- 
cluding joining or contracting 
with Jordan Valley EMS Serv- 
ice or joining with neighbor- 
ing townships to form their 
own ambulance authority. 
Boyne City Manager Mike 
Cain stated he hopes to con- 
tinue working with Boyne Val- 
ley Township to provide 
quality service into the future.

School Board approves 26 Million Dollar bond Proposal 


BY KAREN WALKER 


A proposal to spend $29.7 
million on improvements for 
Boyne City schools was the 
main topic of discussion at 
last Monday’s Boyne City 
School Board meeting. With 
a 5-1 vote, School Board 
members approved a resolu- 
tion to conduct an election on 
May 5, 2020, putting a bond 
proposal before voters that 
will raise $26 million dollars 
to fund the majority of the 
project with the remainder 
paid with a portion of the 
district’s enhancement mill- 
age money. The lone dissent- 
ing voter was board member 


Ross McLane. 

Mr. McLane voiced his 
concerns, stating “It’s been 
an impaired process.” Mr. 
McLane said he felt work on 
the proposal has been well 
intended and professional, 
but he said he missed the 
“sense of collaborative ef- 
fort” because the board was 
given a final product, as op- 
posed to exploring options. 

If the millage is approved 
by voters, taxpayers in the 
district will not see the ex- 
pected decrease in taxes 
when current debt is paid off. 
Instead, the current 3.14 
mills will continue for an- 
other 20 years. Taxpayers 


would not see an increase in 
their current property tax. 

The largest portion of the 
proposed project will fund 
construction of a field house, 
a multiuse space for sports 
practice and training as well 
as for use by other programs 
such as performing arts and 
robotics. The building would 
also include a passageway 
between middle and high 
school buildings. 

Several members of the 
public spoke at the meeting, 
voicing concerns for the 
overall cost, as well as the 
amount of money going to- 
ward a new field house. Oth- 
ers spoke of their desire for 


more space for sports teams 
to practice indoors as well as 
an enlarged Middle School 
cafeteria and the proposed 
indoor walking track for pub- 
lic use. 

Other work included in the 
proposed project includes 
renovations and repairs to 
classrooms, restrooms, li- 
brary, and parking lot as well 
as updating technology de- 
vices. If approved by voters 
next May, work on the first 
phase of the two phase proj- 
ect could begin as early as 
the spring of 2021.
